oidinaiy persons. In oilier wimls, he 
was .-I medium, and he was niiich in 
<leni,-iiid ninong the Bhil spirilnalisls. 
His clients were many and paid linn 
well. A Europe.m .Army O/licer 
came to live in a neighhoi-iii!; lint. 
Khushal became interested in ihe 
S.ilvationisl's religion, ,-»nd .ilso in the 
man. He gof coiivcricil and hecaiiie 
the first Army Soldier in that village, 
wielding a reniarkahle inllnence over 
his fellows. .■\s a vesiilt of his chuiiKc 
of heart tliaiiv who were anlaijoni.slie 
at first decided lo follow in his fool- 
steps. Xo fewer than eighty inein- 
hcrs of his family arc now Salvalioil- 
i.sts.

dead, but now living, Kedeemer and 
Saviour, their Daysman, Kinsman. 
God's Lamb that taketh away llic 
sins of the world. Oh. ihat fateful 
<',(iod h'riday when Jesus died the 
bewildered disciples found all their 
ho])es turned to ashes, but on Laster 
morning the ashes bur.st into ,|uench 
less tlame, for /mus was risen. 
God's final antwer 

The resurrection was God's final 
and comjilele attestation and viixlica- 
lion of Jesus as the Christ of God. 
His well beloved .'son in whom lie was 
well pleased. .■\t the baptism of 
Jesus, the Holy .Spirit in the form of 
a dove had desceiuled upon lliin. and 
a voice from heaven had declared. 
"This is My beloved Son in whom 1 
am well pleased." bill later even John 
Ihe Haptist began to doubi and .sent 
iinu> Him asking, ".Art Thou He that 
should come, or look we for another?" 
But the resurreciimi was tJod's final 
and complete answer to every (|ues- 
tion, and swept away forever every 
ground of doubt. 

Jesus Christ was the revelation of 
(jod. In Him the Father was un- 
veiled. The l-'alber's heart of love, 
of pity, of sympathetic nnder.standiiig. 
of infinite yearning, more lender and 
Unfailing than that of a molher. was 
made known in Jcsiis. In Him. too, 
was seen ihe I."alller'^ haired of sin. 
His liolincss. His spotless purity. His 
cxnri and unswerving jusiice and 
Hi.s detestation of all unrighteousness. 

Jesus came into the world to re- 
veal the I'atlier, and to do the will 
of the b'ather. He al.so came to save 
lost man. to save him from his sins 
and from himself; from his bad na- 
ture, his corruption, his bent to evil, 
his pride and lust, and the deceit ful- 
ness of his heart. He came to bring 
man back to God, into reunion with 
(Jod, in affections, in sympathies, in 
will, in nature. He came lo make us 
happy, holy, tlutiful, unafraid child- 
ren of the Father once more. 
Faith is essential 

We are saved by faith, b'aith 
links US unto God, .\s we trust Him, 
he fan work in us and do for us, but 
when we doubt we fru.slraie His good 
will towar<l us, and prevent His love 
from accomplishing all His kindly 
pitr])Oses for us. We must trust Hini 
or He cannot save us. Xow Jeijus 
was all the time endeavoring to es- 
tablish faith in (be hearts of His dis- 
ciples: He wrought His miracles. He 
uttered His wonderful sayings, that 
they niiglit believe and yet, they eoii- 
tinued to fall back into doubt. Tired 
and weary. He fell asleep one even- 
ing in their little boat, and a .storm 
swept down upon them, and the waves 
began to leap into iheir little bo.it. 
and in a panic they awakened Him 
and said, "Master, don't you care that 
We perish ?" He arose and stilled the 
Riorm. and cpu'etly askeil. "Where is 



your faith?" ,\gaiii and again He 
had to say 10 them, "O ye of little 
faith, why do ye doubt?" 

Just before His enicifixion lie told 
them plainly that He had come from 
the I'ailier an<l thai He was KOing 
back to the f.'allier. Willi a glimjise 
of Heeling insight and in a burst of 
enthusiasm, they exclaimed, "Lo, iiow 
you speak plainly. Xow we are sure. 
Hy [his we believe lliai J'Jiou camest 
forth from (}otl." Uni Jesus knew 
better than ihcy knew themselves, 
knew ihal the foundation which He 
was building for their faitli and hope 
was not yet complete, lie knew how 
weak ami uiireriaiii was their faith, 
and He <mieily replied, "Do yon now 
believe? Heboid the hour comeih. 
yea. is now Lome, iliai ye sliall be 
scattered every man to bis own. anil 
shall leave Me alone; and vel I am 
not alone, because the l-'aiher is with 
Me." (John 16: J8-32). 

.\rid true, they left Ilim alone, they 
tied away and He dieil alone. The 
f^'iitulaiiiin for their faith was not 
fully laid by His life. His miracles. 
His wf)rds. lull it was made complete 
by Mis resurreciion fnnii the ilearl. 

,\ll that they needed now w,ls the 
baptism of Jesus, the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost and fire, which slioubl 
purifv their heans and strengllicn 
them "with might in ihe iniier man 
llial Christ might live in their hearts 
by faith." ( iyili. 3; ir>-i(jl. 

The power of His resur.-cction 

With the sure knowledge lliey now 
had, and with the .'^jiiiit of Chri.st in 
lliciii, they hail faith now 10 .face a 
frowning world." ;nid turn it "upside 
down." ITicy could now go forth and 
overthrow every empire ,if evil, and 
topple over every lliroiie founded on 
injustice and upheld by the pomp 01 
mere earthly jiride and ])ower. Wuli 
tliem "came the .\lmighty 1 1 ,ly 
Ghost." "-Ml power in I leaven .iiid 
earth" belonged 10 their Master and 
they were His niinislers. His ambas- 
sadors, ami lie was lieliiiiil ilieiu. 
They spake and worked by His au- 
thority and all His infinite re.sourccs 
of power, and love, and [lalicnee, ai'd 
long-suffering were at the disposal ol 
their faith. They could ask for ".-li.ii 
was needed in the acconi(Jishment 01 
the .superhuman task to which He 
bad sel iheni. and it would be given 
ihem. They were insufiicient of tbcni- 
selves for their work, but their "suf- 
ficiency was of God." They were to 
"know the power of His resuri-ec- 
tion," and be made jianaker.s of that 
power. The power that had rnis,;d 
their Master from the dead was the 
same power lliat wrought in them. 
(F.ph. i: 1K-20). Hallelujah! Oh, 
ihe wonder of it! It inspii-ed than. 
Ft thrilled them. It made iheiii tm- 
afr.Tid and uiicnmpierable in the face 
of all tlie m.assed ;ind mocking forces 
o! sin and hell. 

They looke<l into the eyes of their 
foes without (piailing. They faced 
whii)pings. and sKmiiigs. and inipris- 
onmeiiis witliom faltering. If they; 
suffered for the cause and name of 
their dear Master, they counted it a 
joy. H they were imi>risoned they 
sang I'salnis in the night, and got the 
jailers converted. 'They rejoiced in 
iribulaiion. They gloried in afifliction 
and distress. They .smileil at ileath 
for ibey knew il had no stin^; for 
them, ami (bey .shouted over the grave 
for it was already spoiled and robbed 
of its victory. They luisted over land 
and -sea H> tell 10 all the world the 



w.ondrous story of the resurrection. 
and everywhere the heavenly power 
went with them, and hoary supersti- 
tions, and the haunting fears of sin's 
black night began to vanish away. 

Through the faith perfected in them 
by the resurrection of Jesus, they 
were led to wait for and receive J-Jis 
baptisms with the Koly Ghost, and 
Christ was revealed in their hearts. 

Henceforth for tbcm "to live was 
Cbristi and to die was gain." (Phil. 
1:21). He wa.s the Vine. They 
were the branches, and as the branch 
receives life and power from the vine, 
50 their life and power were from 
Chri.st; and as the vine produces fruit 
through the branches, so the fruit of 
Christ's life nnd spirii was formed 
in them.

Joy. the very joy of Jesus, was 
])erfccled in them. He bequeathed 
His joy to them. Bless Hiin ! When 
He died He was so poor He had 
nothing to leave them but His joy. 
hut what a treasure! (lohn 1; 4). 

^v.v. He did al.so leave them His 
jieaee. "My peace, I leave with 
you !" It was the resurreciion peace, 
the peace of an a.ssured and endless 
life over which death has no power. 
.Siorms might rage around them, but 
thai deep central jjeace flowed on- all 
undisturbed, lor it enlered into them 
from the b'ather fliroiigli their union 
wilh the re.snrrecle<I Jesus. 

Xow, too, long-sutTering was (ler- 
fecied in tlneni. FCtcrnity was in Ihcir 
hearts. They were no longer crea- 
tures of time, and they could well af- 
ford to wait and bear long with the 
poor slaves of sin about them, as did 
their dear .Saviour. Oh. how patient 
He had been with them! .^nd for 
His sake and by His indwelling spirii 
they 100 became patient- 
It is for you 
The gentleness, the goodness, the 
taiih. the meekne.ss and temperance, 
or self-control, of their Lord, all 
these were reproduced in thctn, and 
made manifest in word and deed. It 
was Christ living His life in them. 

Can this resurrection life and power 
be yours and mine? Is it for all? 
Yes. it is for all, it is for you, and 
me. It is for every living branch. 
great or small, which is in the true 
N'iiie. Do you believe that He rose 
from the dead? Do you believe thai 
Ho is the living Christ and not simply 
a dead Jew in a Jerusalem grave? 
.\iid do you with joy confess wilh 
your mouth? Then this re.surrection 
life and power and undying hope is 
yours: if ycu will receive it. "I! 
thou shall confess with ihy inoutli tlie 
Lord Jesus, and shall believe in thine 
heart that God raised Him from the 
dead, thou shah be saved," and in that 
salvation are all the vast jiowors and 
deathless hopes and overflowing joj's 
of His resurrection life, to be drawn 
upon by faith as men wlnj have att 
account draw money from ilieir bank 
to meet their nee»l. .\nd now ac- 
cording 10 I'lir f;iilli il shall be unlo 
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^t He from the dead! This is the great fact of our Salvation. ' Up 
«l from the grave He arose' This poor old earth had never seen 
"^^ anything like that before ! The dust had received the Dust, 
and now — just as He had said- -here is the Dust living and moving 
again. "0 Death, where is thy sting? grave, \vhere is thy victory?' 
He had to die — it was inevitable. He was born to die. He said so — 
'For this hour came I forth.' ^Death was His earthly goal. The sha- 
dow of death was over Him all througli the journey of life. His will 
was death — 'I lay down My life," He said, 'no man taketh it from Me.' 
His obedience was unto death. His love leaped to meet it -even the 
death of the Cross. Death was the subdued undertone of all His earth- 
ly experience. And yet Death was pointing always to a new Life a 

new — a larger — a more victorious Life. And when He walked out of 
Joseph's garden, passing the Roman Sentinels, and away to tlie City 
to meet His own, everything in human life was seen in a new light 
and took on a new appearance. 

All our Hopes in Him 
This Living Jesus is the very centre of our faith and hope. We 
trust ourselves — body and soul — to Him for life and death. We 
leave our dearest in His hands. All our hopes for this poor, wrecked, 
derelict world are in Him. He is our inspiration. He is our vision 
of a better life. He is the power of that life. He is the Light de- 
scending on our darkness. He is Comfort, He is Peace. He is Joy. 
Yes, and He is Life — our very Life. When wc were perishing of 
thirst. He was our Water of Life. When famishing with hunger. He 
was our Bread of Life. When we were sick, He brought us health. 
When we were like to perish for lack of knowledge. He was our Living 
Word. When death — soul-death — stared us in the face. He came by. 
saying, 'He that believeth in Me, though he were dead, yet shall He 
live' yea. and 'shall never die.' And because He lives we live also. 
Truly we may spell His wonderful Name as a New Name, spell it to 
be Life — abundant LIFE everlasting LIFE. 



But if so. His presence will be felt in every part, and His life j,; 
manifest in every manifestation of our life. 

In our thought-life. In our moral life. 

In our love. In our prayer-life. 

In our devotion. In our zeal for His glory. 

In our compassion for souls. In our victorry over temptatior 

Jesus — alive from the dead, seen — not in the old dress which He 
wore in Jerusalem, and among the people of Judea- but seen by 
those who see us just as clearly — seen and recognized as die living 
Spirit, the Saviour risen from the Dead. 

Have you found this? 

Have you come so far, and if so are you ready to go further? 
Is He Risen in You? 

Here is a world of weakness, of corruption, of lust and hate— in 
short, a world of men dead in trespasses and sins all around you- 
they are close to you. What are you doing to bring Life to the dead? 
Is He risen in you ? Has He clothed Himself with your life, so that 
when men see you they recognize the spirit of Jesus, once dead but 
now risen ? Does He not call aloud to you to come and help Him in 
His great task of showing His life to the world? Will you follow? 

Perhaps it may mean breaking forever with some indulgence— or 
with some detestable sin which has poisoned the wells of your life- 
well, away with it I Perhaps you will have to cast off some deatb- 
elothes. and to leave the grave of self and self-seeking, and dare to 
stand forth stripped of earthly gain and glory. Never mind— Ht 
went that way before you. It is His way. It is the way of Life. 

It is in Christ Jesus — dead and risen again — that you must sec 
yourself. In Him crucified, forsaken of God, given up lo death, you 
behold yourself a sinner, a malefactor condemned, if not. already lost.

to hungry souls who speak another 
language? 

Welsh was, 1 believe, the first 
iion-EiiKlish tongue used in the pros- 
ecution of the .\rmy'^ work. The 
very fir.st issue of the "War Cry" 
contained an invitation to all Welsh- 



Of the twelve or more Continen- 
tal languages now employed by the 
.-\rniy. the first to be thus used was 
that of the gay city of -Paris. But 
the i'>eiich of the English school- 
room and the language of the boule- 
vards arc not exactly the same thing,

ideasure in their conduct. Flowing 
Ihrough the sandy plains this sacred 
river carries with it to the .>;ca many 
secrets of the mistaken devotion of 
northern rural India. From the vil- 
lages little craft put out, the rowers 
using Ihcir feet to manipulate the 
oars with wonderful dexterity, 
sometimes throwing out long seine 
iiels for fish, sometimes carrying 
merchandise in long hooded boats. 
When the hay is gathered in. those 
whose fields adjoin the river bank, 
build huge stacks on to the boats 
direct, until the vessel itself is com- 
idetely hidden and the stranger Is 
siartlcd by what he thinks are float- 
ing hay>.'iacks drifting aitnlessly 
down toward the sea. 

I'i.Ncept in (liaces where the Army 
iiid other missionary agencies have 
eslaldished schools there is no rcg- 
iilir means of education, and child- 
ish sniierstition sits side by side 
with liagments of profound philos- 
ophy in the minds of these gentle 
cliildreii of India. 

Their very aiiparent contented- 
iiess is in itself a contradiction of 
llie facts in many cases, for the 
moiiev-tender and the priest domin- 
eer over ihe villagers, and the 
lllndn religion is largely made up 
rif fear. Tlie ancient system of lier- 
edil.irv debl often cripples the young 
mans ambition and practically 
makes him a slave for life, often be- 
cause of the transgressions of his 
forbears, and "Wnt Cry" readers arc 
aw.irc of the terrible forms which 
debased Hinduism takes. The tem- 
ples of rural India could tell many 
tales of nameless horrors. 

These glimpses of the true child- 
ren of India— for in the cities they 
become half-educated, sophisticated 
creatures with all the sins and a few 
of the (jualitics of the white man — 
make for a bolter understanding of 
the reason why our Missionary Of- 
ficers love the people to whom they 
go and with whom they live, Mr.";, 
Rooth has recently been emphasiz- 
ing the danger of educating the 
luin-Chrislian peoples in Western 
thought without teaching them the 
wav of life through Christ, and ev- 
ery' town and city in India could 
show terrible results which have al- 
readv followed such practices. 
Where, however, the .simple villager 
is taught how to live in true rela- 
tionship with God, there is the pos- 
sibilitv of gradually supplanting the 
century-old inbred false religious 
thought with il deep loyalty to 
Christ which will develop all the 
natural charm of ihe trne child of 
the Great Emjiire.
